“Briefings were made pursuant to rule 39 of the Council’s provisional 
rules of procedure by Mr. Jan Pronk, Special Representative of the Secretary- 
General for the Sudan and Head of the United Nations Mission in the Sudan, 
and Mr. Mark Kroeker, United Nations Police Adviser in the Department of 
Peacekeeping Operations. 

“Members of the Council, representatives of the troop-contributing 
countries and the briefers had an exchange of views.” 
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
